Biggest year in all respects, 
the Old Baldy Citrus association 
officially ended its 10 years of 
service at an annual meeting in 
the packing house yesterday. All 
the directors were re-elected and 
Earl W. Paul was chosen to con- 
tinue as president, with TUR. 
Woodbridge vice president and D. 
R. Foss secretary and manager, 
as formerly. 

Since this date a year ago, the 
association sent to world markets 
204 carloads of lemons and 184 
cars of oranges and this Upland 
fruit returned to Upland growers 
the largest sum ever received by 
association members. The gross 
$515,000. 

The production was about 100 
cars more than last year and the 
financial return was slightly lar- 
ger than previausly. 

The lemons returned $310,000 
while the orange production gave 
to Upland growers a total of

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Mussolini, the ruler of Italy, 
isn’t accustomed to hearing the 
title “king” spoken of lightly. 

John D. Howe, who with Mrs. 
Howe, are back in Upland to- 
day after a tour of 11 Euro- 
pean countries, was introduced 
along with other Americans 
in the party. Mrs. Julia Wheel- 
ock, commander of the Depart- 
ment of Italy, American Legion, 
acted as interpreter and in- 
troduced one by one the 30 
Americans in the party. 

When Paul V. McNutt, at 
that time national Legion com- 
mander, and when other dis- 
tinguished ex-soldiers were in- 
troduced, Mussolini made a for- 
mal recognition. Then it came 
Mr. Howe’s turn and Mrs. 
Wheelock said “and here is the 
man from California, he is the 
lemon king.” 

Mussolini arose and in Ital- 
ion said; “Well, I am glad to 
greet you. I have heard of 
many kings, but I have never 
before had the pleasure of 
meeting a lemon king.” 

This incident was related by 
Mr. Howe as he reviewed his 
trip as one of the American 
delegation which attended the 
annual conference of Fidac, an 
international organization of 
ex-service men held at Belgrade, 
Jugo Slavia. In his office on 
Second avenue, Mr. Howe was 
interrupted several times by

Omitting the federal taxes we had to find $604,000,000 to 
pay the 1927 bill for cost of government in California. Apply- 
jog the figures of the California Development association we 
find that the value of all field crops was $166,000,000 and of 
all fruits $240,000,000, or a total of $406,000,000, a sum far be- 
low our bill of government. Add to this the value of all vege- 
tables, $69,000,000; all ehickens and eggs, $45,000,000; and all | 
miscellaneous items of $1 1,000,000 ; a grand total of $594,000,000 
not enough by $10,000,000 to pay our tax bill for cost of gov- | 
ernment in California, not inchiding some $175,000,000 federal | 
taxes.
